DR. KINGMAN BREWSTER, Jr., president of Yale Uni- 
versity, will dsllver the address at GW’s commencement 
on June2,theOW public relations office announced Friday. 

Last tall Dr. Brewster received national publicity for writ- 
ing the Director of Selective Service, General I-ewl* B. 
Hershey, and asking tor a clarification of his edict calling 
for reclassification of students Involved In protesting the draft. 

The Hershey edict Instigated a tprn of military recruiters 
from several college campuses, Including GW. Presidential 
assistant Joseph A. Callfano, Jr. sent Dr. Brewster a letter 
rescinding the Hershey pronouncement, which attempted to re- 
solve the controversy. 

Dr. Brewster announced however that all students returning 
to Yale, either from military service or from Jail for pro- 
testing the draft, would receive equal consideration when 
applying for readmission. 

Dr. Brewster was elected president of Yale In 1 883. 
Prior to that he was Provost of Yale, the University’s chief 
educational officer. 

He was also on the faculty of MIT and Harvard Law 
School, as well as a Professor of Law at Yale. 

In 1885, Dr. Brewster was appointed a member of the 
President’s Commission on Law Enforcement and Ad- 
ministration of Justice. He Is also a member of the Board 
of Directors of the American Council of Learned Societies 
and of the American Council on Education. In 1888 Dr. 
Brewster was named by President Johnson to serve on the 
special National Advisory Commission on Selective Service.

rhythmic beating of the heart was considerably 
slowed. 

Prior to transplantation, hearts of donors and 
recipients are hooked' up to heart-lung machines, 
and their blood aspirated. Dr. Barnard explained 
that he thought that If the donor’s heart Is excised 
with little damage to the slno -auricular node, 
placement In the recipient’s body would meet 
with less difficulty In adyistments. 

Once the donor's heart has been transplanted 
to the recipients body which has been lowered 
to 17 degrees. It Is rewarmed by entrance of the 
aspirated blood.

Dr. Blalberg's new heart began beating by Itself, 
Barnard said. Re further pointed out that tor a short 


The need tor a 
transplant on a Negro patient would be a rare 
thing, although tt would be done as necessary. 

Dr. Barnard also mentioned the possibility of 
using the hearts of larger primates In trans- 
plants. However, such primates as chlmpanaees 
and gorillas are too scarce to be a reliable 
supply for transplantation. <The pig heart seems 
to he the most available* source for heterographs. 
Mechsnlcal hearts are not yet seen as feasible 
substitutes. 

Dr. Barnard said that be plans to do a series 
of five transplants or three more and then to 
study them In extensive detail before continuing 
further. Comparison of his work with that of 
other doctors working In the same area will be 
done through publication In medical Journals. 

He was also asked about the rumors that ap- 
peared In January concerning the possible affilia- 
tion with an American medical school. Dr. Barnard 
replied that *the more I travel through the world, 

the more convinced I am that I shall stay In 
South Africa which was «a good place,’ * he said. 


Dr. Barnard noted that the new heart helped 
•to Improve the organs affected by poor circula- 
tion.* \ 

Rejection of foreign heart tissue was not as 
detrimental a factor to the patient’s health as had 
first been supposed, the doctor continued. How- 
ever, both patients did go through periods of re- 
jection. 

Ikirlng this time, Washkansky contracted 
pneumonia. The origin of the pneumonia could not 
be found and treated quickly enough to be cured, 
and he died 18 days after the transplant. 

However, Ms transplanted heart functioned nor- 
mally until g8 hours before his death. Extensive 
histological examination showed that there were 
very few signs of rejection In the heart tissue and 
that rejection was not the cause of death. 

Dr. Blalberg suffered signs of rejection about 
29 days after Ms transplant. These were measured 
as decreased voltage by electrocardiogram read- 
ings and as weakenings In the patient’s already 
limited endurance. However his healthier body was 
able to defend Itself better against Infection, and he 
overcame this dangerous period. \

Washington Riot Report 


H Street - Like a Combat Zone

APRIL 12 -BLACK MAY NOT 
necessarily have been any more 
beautiful thin ehUe on 14«h St. 
NW, Thursday night, but it vie 
certainly safer. 

Crovds were looting and burn- 
ing following the death of *the 
King.* Rocks flying. Curses 
filling the air. Firemen attempt- 
ing to fight the biases while being 
stoned. Tear gas filling the eyes 
and throat — tear gas mixed with 
the acrid smoke of a dosen fires. 
But there was no shooting. The 
police watched the looters. They 
watetod and stood back. And they 
told you that they couldn’t guar- 
antee your safety. 

Driving along *Eye* St NE.24 
hours later you couldn’t help won- 
dering If the police dispatcher had 
lost his mind as he frantically 
directed police and fire equipment 
to dosens of spots all over Wash- 
ington. It was a quiet, chilly, 
early spring evening. The streets 
were empty, which was unusual 
for a Friday night In April, but 
otherwise, the screen was undis- 
turbed - until you rounded any 
corner between 6th end 15th

Every 
man Is contingent upon other men, white or black. It’s 
Just that we can’t find ourselves in the white society. So 
we gotta split.* 

These students, radical as they might sound, are 
not for permanent IsoUtlon. They do not wish to go 
back to Africa; they don’t plan to form a separatist 
state. They Intend to stay right here. 

•One day, when we have gained our pride, without 
the white man’s help, there might be a harmony In this 
country. Now and for at least the next ten years there’s 
gonna be a lot of shooting and burali«. We have to 
establish equality ... In economics, In education and 
most important. In our own minds.* 

•The white man Just can’t understand what we’re 
compUlnlng about,* said another bUck man. 'Look at 
GW. How can a university wtth such a plantation at- 
titude exist In a city that Is over 65 percent buck? 
Before we can rejoin the white society, they have to 
recognise us. They have to understand our Afro- 
American history. 

•You ask what the white student cando.ru tell you.

EVERY YEAR I see one movie 
twice. Two years ago It was 
•Morgan,* last year 'The Gra- 
duate,’ this year *2001; A Space 
Odyssey.* Comparisons would he 
ridiculous, let It ride that «2001* 
la the moat Intriguing and over- 
whelming film to be seen In a 
long time. 

*2001* Is really a hard film 
to talk about without breaking 
Into cerebrtalittes. It raises ques- 
tions. about man, his position 
In the evolution of the universe 
end his constant striving, his* In- 
sistent reaching out for some- 
thing ha doesn’t understand. The 
never ending, hesitant hand la al- 
ways reaching out trying to touch, 
to understand the unexpll cable. 
U Is, In an overwhelming Imagis- 
tic context, a weak cry of man try- 
ing to understand man. Man never 
does fully comprehend either 
himself or his world, but he 
never stops trying. 


can kill Is one of the finest ex- 
amples of poetic cinematography 
ever filmed. But even this se- 
quence could have been made 
stronger by cutting, shortly after 
the head of a tapir Is shown being 
crushed, Into a brief picture 
of an ape skull being battered. 
This would be more brutal and 
effective than the drawn out pas- 
sage showing the same result 
in a context of one group of 
apes taking over a waterhole 
and gang killing one of the de- 
fenders. 

A similar conservation In 
sound could be used. Loud music, 
Is used throughout, and although 
it Is often applicable and per- 
tinent, Kubrick tails to create 
contraposing silences to get his 
point across. He might have cut 
sound rather than heighten It 
and Increase the effect of his 
message. 

Throughout the film we see 
huge monoliths — objects that 
can be God, superior beings or 
an extrapolated onlversal view 
of man viewing man. This Is 
man’s confrontation between hu- 
man and extraterrestial intelli- 
gence and is deliberately ambi- 
guous and lmcomplete. It cannot 
be defined because according to 
‘Clarke's Third Law’, 'any suf- 
ficiently advanced technology Is 
Indistinguishable from magic.* 
Magic. Intelligence. Understand- 
ing. They are inseparable and 
Kubrick’s vision keeps reempha- 
sizing that point. Man will always 
try to understand everything, but 
he is a baby In evolution and can 
never know all he wants. Man 
Is Immobile, locked In Sartre’s 
hell, because be wants to know 
but cannot Even the monumental 


at answering an unanswerable 
question. Robert Sheckley said 
It best, *tn order to ask a ques- 
tion you must first know most of 
the answer.* 

Kelr Dullea and Gary Lock- 
wood are fine as the pilots of 
Discovery. They confront HAL 
9000 , the perfect computer which 
ultimately dlsplaya that old hu- 
man error -- egocentrism. The 
balance of power Is held by HAL 
9000, HAL manages to kill Poole 
and almost destroys Bowman but 
man wins out as we thought he 
might. Douglas Rain, who ap- 
pear edlast year In Arena Stages’ 
productions of 'Macbeth', 'The 
Crucible* and ‘Look Back In 
Anger* is wonderful as HAL. 
Ha la dry and humanized, yet 
every bit a machine. He la the 
most Interesting character In a 
film that transcends people. 

Kubrick keeps his humor 
amidst the visual beauty and In- 
tellectual disturbances. The con- 
versation between the BBC 
broadcaster and HAL Is marve- 
lous as are the small touches 
throughout that create a realistic 
context from which Kubrick can 
Jump to a higher plateau. The 
rocket ship to the moon ts run 
by Pan Am, the space station la 
equipped with a Hilton Hotel, Ho- 
ward Johnsons’ restaurant, Bell 
plcturepbone and Russian scien- 
tists. Food Is prepared by Saa- 
brook Farms and cooked In RCA 
Whirlpool Infra-red ovens. Peo- 
ple burn their hands ou hot dishes 
and must cope with zero-gravity 
toilets. The context is true, tech- 
nically perfect as far as logical 
extra-polatlons go, and entirely 
necessary.

Heston Is only adequate, at 
times you’d think his facial ex- 
pressions were dubbed In from a 
foreign film. The apes, however, 
are superb, and with makeup that 
virtually prohibits most facial 
gestures, Roddy McDowell and 
Maurice Evans give both credible 
and creditable performance. The 
female monkey and the teenager 
also give excellent portrayals of 
man gone ape In the year 3000. 

The last forty five minutes of 
“Planet of the Apes* Is the most 
fascinating and suspenseful ac- 
tion I have seen In a long time.

The Arab States will not ne- 
gotiate with Israel because they 
doubt Israel's honor. “Will Israel 
abide by agreements reached 
through negotiation or would they 
break them?* questioned Dr. 
Sayegh. 

Dr. Sayegh suggested media- 
tion, conciliation, or adjucatlon, 
all with U.N. supervision as al- 
ternatives to direct negotiation. 

•There will be further hostile 
and belligerent confrontations,* 
prophesied Dr. Sayegh, ‘unless 
we restore the rights of the de- 
prived natives. A Jewish State, 
excluding non-Jews on land 
usurped from non- Jews Is totally 
unacceptable.’ 

Instead, Dr. Sayegh recom- 
mended a ‘Holy Land for all, not 
a bi-national government, but 
someplace for all human beings 
where we can restore the In- 
alienable rights of the rightful 
inhabitants.

WAS KEATS THE BOB DYLAN 
OF HIS DAY? 

Who wap the greatest of the English Romantic Poets— 
Byron, Shelley or Keats? This question has given rise to 
many lively campus discussions and not a few a tabbings. 
Let us today try to find an answer. 

First, Keats (or The Louisville Slugger, as he is com- 
monly called.) Keata’ talent bloomed early. While still a 
schoolboy at St. Swithin’a he wrote his epic lines : 

If I am good I get an apple. 

So I don't whittle in the chapel. 

From this distinguished beginning he went on to write 
another 40 million poems, an achievement all the more re- 
markable when you consider that he was only live feet 
tall! I mention this fact only to show that physical prob- 
lems never keep the true artist from creating. Byron, for 
example, was lame. Shelley suffered from prickly heat all 
winter long. Nonetheless, these three titans of literature 
never stopped writing poetry for one day. 

Nor did they neglect their personal lives. Byron, a devil 
with the ladies, was expelled from Oxford for dipping 
Nell Gwynne’s pigtails in an inkwell. (This later became 
known as Guy Fawkes Day. ) He left England to light in 
the Greek war of independence. He fought bravely and 
well, but women were never far from his mind, as evi- 
denced by these immortal lines : 

How eplendid it it to fight for the Greek, 

But / don’t enjoy it half at much at dancing cheek to 
cheek. 

While Byron fought in Greece, Shelley stayed in Eng- 
land, where he became razor sharpener to the Duke of 
Gloucester. Shelley was happy in his work, as we know 
from his classic poem, Had to thee, blithe strop, but no 
matter how he tried he was never able to get a proper edge 
on the Duke’s razor, and he was soon banished to 
Coventry. (This later became known as The Industrial 
Revolution.) 

One wonders how Shelley’s life-and the course of Eng- 
lish poetry-would have differed if Personna Super Stain- 
less Steel Blades had been invented 200 years earlier. For 
Personna is a blade that needs no stropping, honing or 
whetting. It's sharp when you get it, and sharp it stays 
through shave after luxury shave. Here truly is a blade 
fit for a Duke or a freshman. Moreover, this Personna, 
this jewel of the blade-maker’s art, this boon to the cheek 
and bounty to the dewlap, comes to you both in double- 
edge style and Injector style. Get some now during "Be 
Kind to Vour Kisser Week.” 

But I digress. Byron, I say, was in Greece and Shelley 
in England. Meanwhile Keats went to Rome to try to 
grow. Who does not remember.his wistful lyric: 

Although 1 am only five feel high, 

Some day I will look in an elephant’ t eye. 

But Keats did not grow. His friends, Shelley and Byron, 
touched to the heart, rushed to Rome to stretch him. This 
too failed. Then Byron, ever the ladies man, took up with 
Lucrezia Borgia, Catherine of Aragon, and Annie Oakley. 
Shelley, a more domestic type, stayed home with his wife 
Mary and wrote his famous poem : 

I love to stay home with the missus and write, 

And hug her and kiss her and give her a bite.

Undergrads Use Pot t*Olice Inadequate in Riots

ACCORDING TO A SURVEY 
conducted by GW co-ed Barbara 
Kosar for her sociology rasearch 
paper, 40 par coot of those stu- 
dents ' who participated claimed 
to have smoked marijuana at 
laast once. Of the total of ta- 
males In the survey, 38 per cent 
reportedly have smoked mari- 
juana, compared with 46 per 
cent of the male students. 

The results came out of 60S 
responses to a questionnaire dis- 
tributed around campus. This, 
however, represented only 28 
per cent of the total 2900 passed 
out. -People were reluctant to 
return them because many felt 
I was an agent or Involved In 
some way with the authorities,* 
claimed Miss Kosar. 

Out of the total number of 
-users* responding, 77 per cent 


would allow their children to 
smoke, whereas only 14 per east 
of the non-users would oendooe 
their children’ s use of marijuana. 

21 per sent of the total re- 
spoodauta considered marl Juana 
'to be a dangerous drug although 
97 per cent felt that the present 
taws are too severe or unjust. 

In raopcaiei to a question con- 
cerning whether or not thalr 
friends smoked, 94 per cent of 
the "users* lad friends who 
smoked while only 26 par cant 
of the *noo-us.re" reportedly 
bad friends who smoked. 

When asked for an opinion 
about the legalisation of mari- 
juana lor all but minora, 96 par 
cant of the respondents lilt It 
should be la^llaed la this re- 
gard. Of the 42 per cant who 
answered negatively, some fait, 
•Just because It’s legal, that 
would not make It right.’

New Medical Library Planned 


DURING THE next few months 
the face of the GW campus will 
be changing. In addition to the 
previously announced construc- 
tion of new undergraduate class- 
room building, the Medical School 
has announced that construction 
will begin this fall on the Med- 
ical Library, the oora of GW’s 
935 million Medical Center. 

This announcement came after 
GW received a grant 0191,295,595 
from the Public Health Service 
•to assist In the construction of 


tha Paul Hlmmettarb Library In 
the 'University’s Medical Cen- 
ter.' 

'This grant Is one of the six 
granted to six of the country’s 
leading medical schools,* ac- 
cording to GW’s Office of Public 
Relations. 

The library, a 93,000,000 struc- 
ture will be located on 33 and I 
streets, N.W. and will adjoin a 
proposed Basic Sciences Build- 
ing. 

It will occupy 30,000 square 


feet and feature an audio visual 
section,' micro-form raadersand 
printers, private study rooms, 
group facilities for four to six 
students, and open stacks. The 
library will accommodate more 
than 30,000 volumes and 1500 
periodicals. 

Other proposed buildings in 
the center are *a Clinical 
Sciences Building, for offices, 
laboratories and conference 
rooms lor clinical faculty; aUni- 
verslty Clinic Building; a Cardl-

A typical evaluation of a pro-N 
lessor, indicated to the Hatchet 
by an advance copy, shows a short 
sketch of the professor’s areas 
of private research or published 
articles, and a description of his 
grading techniques and test ar- 
rangements. 

A statistical chart follows, giv- 
ing percentile responses evaluat- 
ing the professor's organization, 
lucidity, speaking form, Intel- 
lectual challenge and Interest 
stimulation. 

Each evaluation ends with a 
prose synopsis of general com- 
ments by students, dealing with 
lecture style, text effectiveness, 
personality, helpfulness, prepar- 
ation, claas discussions — all 
sorts of •personal glimpses* of 
what the professor ls^really 
like.' 

Professors are also evaluated 
in upper and lower course levels. 
Worden pointed out that a pro- 
fessor who receives a low rating 
In a mass Introductory course 
often receives a higher rating In 
a smaller, mere advanced course 
in his field. 

'The evaluation Is to help the 
University try to Improve Itself,* 
said Worden. *We must try to 
effect change In the Instruction- 
al quality, not Just In the cur- 
ricular content.’ 

Worden was critical of the Stu- 
dent Council’s failure to effect 
changes based iqxxi the evalua- 
tion. Professors who are con- 
sistently criticised, but have an 
apparent unconcern for improve- 
ment... are still teaching.*
